Sir John Macdonald, Premier Mowat and 
Sir Alexander Campbell, who were in the 
same law office in Kingston 45 years ago, had 
a re-unioa in Toronto this week. 

The Harrison government, of Manitoba, 
resigned on Saturday and went into opposi- 
tion with Norquay as leader. Greenway will 
be called upon to form a ministry. 

The body of Thomas Mitchell who kept a 
stopping place on the Swift Current trail was 
found not far from his house. Meers, a set- 
tler near Saskatoon, lost his life in the recent 
blizzard. Several other settlers also perished 
in different parts, but not more than four or 
fivein all, In Minnesota and Dakota up- 
wards of 150 lives were lost.

AN EXPLANATION. 


Mr. Eprtron :— As a rule I do not indulge in | 


writing letters to the press, in fact during 
nearly six years residence in Edmonton my 
name has never appeared in the BULLETIN 
under a communication; but a paragraph in 
your issue of to-day is so misleading and in- 
correct that | must ask you to insert this let- 
ter in vour next issue.

MacLeod Gazette over this very question 
and the editorial referred to and vote quoted 
Was to put the Gazette out of the ring) and is 
supposed to give the vote of the elected 
members of the N. W. council upon ‘the 
question of submitting license vs. prohibi- 
tion toa vote of the people of the terri- 
tories.”

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SLAVE LAKE. 


Lovis HaMELIN,trader, arrived from Lesser 
Slave lake on Wednesday evening last with 
seven dog trains loaded with fur, and eight 
men. He left the lake on Jan. 6th makin 
the trip in twelve days. One of the men h 
his feet badly frozen during Wednesday while 
coming in from the Sturgeon, and will have 
to be hauled all the way home, being unable 
to walk. Insp. Casey offered him accommo- 
dation in the police hospital here and medi- 
cal attendance free, but he preferred to go 
home. The weather was milder in the fall at 
Slave lake than here, with considerable rain 
in the latter part of October. The snow is 
now about twice as deep there as here. The 
fishing has been good and food is plentiful at 
the lake but the fur catch is not as good as 
was represented. Lynx and rabbits are both 
scarce. In Peace river where there are no 
fish there is a yreat deal of hunger, and the 
H. B. Co. are coinpelled to furnish food to a 
number of the more helpless Indians around 
Dunvegan. It is proposed to bring as many 
of thie class as possible to Slave lake eo that 
they may live on fish. A number are now 
gathering at Sturgeon lake, south-west of 
Slave lake towards Smoky river, where the 
fishery begins in January and where they will 
be able to support themselves for the rest of 
the winter. There is no sickness among the 
Indians now, but last winter about 150 died 
at Slave lake alone from ineasles and whoop- 
ing cough. Regarding the letter reccived 
from Slave lake in the fall by W. Anderson, 
Indian agent, to the effect that the Indians 
and half-breeds there would have no dealings 
with the Canadian government and did not 
want to make any treaty Mr. Hamelin knew 
nothing. It certainly had not been sent with 
the knowledge or consent of the majority. 
At a meeting held this winter to discuss the 
matter at which some thirty heads of fami- 
Jios, half breeds and Indians, were present, 
the conclusion was reached that the issue of 
scrip to Indians as well as half-breeds would 
be more acceptable to all parties than an or- 
dinary Indian treaty with the Indiansand an 
issue of scrip to the half-breeds alone. Mr. 
Hamelin and Doneld Ferguson were appoint- 
ed to represent the meeting in the matter, 
and to say that the people were ready now 
to enter into such an arrangement. About 
three-fourths of the population at the lake 
“ half-breeds, and the remaining fourth In- 

ans, 
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Tut tone lately adopted by the Winnipeg 
Call regarding the opening of odd sections in 
the North-West to settlement possibly indi- 
cates an intention on the part of the govern- 
ment to open them in the near future. Just 
what the immediate effect would be upon 
this town and vicinity it is hard to say. 
Certainly the fact that much of the choice 
land of the odd sections here are held 
by the Edmonton & Saskatchewan land com- 
pany and therefore cannot be opened to set- 
tlement by the government would tend to 
make settlers choose other locations where 
they could take up land close together and 
would not be compelled to improve the 
property of speculators. Had that con- 
pany never existed, the opening of the land 
bow owned by thein to settlement would at 
least give Edimonton an equal chance with 
newer settlements or settfemeitts not now 
existing of sharing in the general progress 
that must result if the odd sections are 
thrown open. The sooner people awaken 
to the injury that these reserved lands 
are to them: and take the only measures 
now possible for their relief by forming a 
municipality and taxing them to make pub 
lic improvements the better for themselves, 


It is generally conceded that the emigra- 
tion of the now starving crofters from Lewis, 
Scotiand, is the only practicable method of 
relieving their distress, and that Canada 
offers the best field for them, The govern- 
ment hesitates to assist them and the North- 
Weet laud companies who were granted special 
privileges with a view to meeting such cases 
declare they can do nothing.
